The  annual  illumination  at  N'antas 
kel  this  >xar  fell  lar  short  of  its  usual 
hriliancy,  chiefly  from  two  causes.  In 
the  first  place  the  extreme  dr>ness 
of  everything  inflammable  deterred 
many  from  making  any  attempt  at  il- 
lumination; and  secondly,  the  high 
wind  which  prevailed  rendered  illumi- 
tion  not  only  dangerous,  bul  in  many 
cases,  impossible.

On  Nantaskct  Arenue  the  three  cot- 
tages owned  by  Col.  Thompson  of 
Springfield  attracted  much  attention.

combustiou  is  n  legend  aud  warning  in 
muny  words:    "Do  uot  permit  un- 
to smoke." 

Wheu  a  kcroscuc  lump  is  lurued 
down  low,  from  a  mistaked  uotiou  of 
economy  there  is  iusufticicut  combuB- 
tiou,  uud  if  the  lauip  docs  uot  visibly 
smoke  the  iuvisiblc  gases  of  carbouic 
acid  aud  hydrogcu  arc  involved,  aud 
may  be  detected  iustautlyby  the  smell, 
especially  by  u  pcrsou  culcring  ihc 
from  out  of  doors,  or  (rom  it  room 
where  the  atmosphere  is  pu 
same  result  is  reached  wheu  the  wick 
turned  too  high  aud  tbo  gases  of 
the  oil  arc  thus  imperfectly  burucd. 

The  presence  ol  these  daugcrous 
gases  produces  vertigo  uud  headache, 
aud  in  time  iuscntibility  und  death, 
No  ordiuurily  sized  living-room  iu  u 
dwelling  is  safe  half  au  hour,  or  I.: 
minuti  *,  nftcr  a  lump  has  becu  iu  thii 
improper  coudiliou.  All  saviug  of  oil 
by  such  mcaus  is  ut  the  risk  of  Iosh  of 
health  aud  possibly  of  lile.

Considerable  excitement  has  been 
occasioned  by  the  alleged  murdei  of 
Mrs.  Chas  Tolman  by  one  Pezi.  The 
circumstances  seem  to  indicate  that 
such,  is  the  cause  for  the  mys  tenous 
disappearance  of  Mrs.  Tolman. 

The  details  of  the  case  to  the  best 
knowledge  of  the  writer  areas  follows: 
In  the  early  part  of  the  Spring  a 
Spaniard  of  prepossessing  appearance 
claiming  himself  an  heir  to  a  large 
property  in  Spain  and  a  relative  of 
Thomas  Pezi  arrived  at  Cut  Ri  vtr  os- 
tentatiously  claiming  himself  a  gen- 
tleman, who  had  left  his  native  land 
to  escape  draft,  he  soon  became  inti- 
mate with  Mrs.  Tolman,  who  was 
known  to  have  had  in  her  possession 
some  seven  or  eight  hundred  dollais, 
which  she  at  times  lent  portions  of,  to 
the  Spaniard.  Nothing  was  known 
of  the  affairs  until  Pezi  left  town,  fol- 
lowed a  lew  days  later  by  Mrs.  Tol- 
man. At  first  it  was  supposed  that 
they  had  eloped  for  parts  unknown, 
but  after  inquiries  had  been  made  by 
the  woman's  relatives,  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  Mrs.  T.  had  started  in 
pursuit  of  Pezi  to  get  back  the  mo  icy 
which  she  had  lent  him.  From  that 
time  nothing  has  been  heard  from  her. 
The  Spaniard  (who  bore  a  hard  char- 
acter) in  New  York  sailed  for  Spain 
alone.  A  body  answering  to  the  de- 
scription of  the  Tolman  woman  was 
found  in  the  Harbor  of  New  York, 
and  was  interred  before  the  friends  of 
the  missing  woman  could  identify  it. 
The  case  is  in  the  hands  of  the  detcc 
tives  who  will  try  to  clear  up  the  mys- 
tery.
